“Truth drugs” cannot enable a 
person to give . a factual ac- 
count, but only the truth as 
‘far as he knows it. 

The drug is generally © suc- 
sensful in.compelling honest an- 
swers, Resistance may,bée — en- 
eountered under. certain condi- 
tions, Deliberate lying is very 
unusual. “Truth ~ drugs” are 
net used in the. detection of 
conviction. of 


cvime or the 
criminals. ” 

Useful information could un- 
doubtedly be obtained from sus- 
pected criminals by means of 
the “truth drug,” but in” this} 
country no man js ‘compelled 
to give evidence against him- 
self, unless he without pressure 
of any kind, elects to do so.
